T h e latest industry put into practi 
cal operation in Berkeley is the manu­ 
facture of matches 
But comparative­ 
ly few people have much of an idea 
how this article so extensively used in 
the civilized world is made. 
It is not 
proposed in this article to go into the 
early method of making, but to give a 
general description of these works. 


About six weeks ago land was pur­ 
chased on the southwest 
coiner of 
University avenue and 
Fourth 
streets 
West Berkeley for the purpose of erect­ 
ing a building upon it for a match fac­ 
tory. 
Mr. George Schmidt, president 
of the company, 
took 
immediate 
charge of the work and pushed it for­ 
ward with his accustomed energy. A 
high board fence was first built ar.ound 
the lot, the sinking of a well to supply 
the works with water, laying a brick 
foundation for the building, setting up 
the boiler and engine followed 
along 
immediately. 
With a good force of 
men it was a matter of a very 
short 
time when the building, the frame of 
which is wood and the ends, sides and 
roof of galvanized iron was in com­ 
plete shape. 


T h e engine room is on the ground 
floor and all of the main line of shaft­ 
ing with pulleys and hangers are under 
the ground floor, the building 
having 
been set up high enough to allow it. 
This 
makes 
accidents 
from 
being 
caught by the belts impossible. A n 
enclosure is made, around the boiler, 
of galvanized iron, which saves 
suffi­ 
cient heat for all that is necessary in 
the drying-room, which is situated di­ 
rectly overhead. 


T h e main entrance to the building 
is on on University avenue, and onens' 
into the office. 
Another entrance cm 
University avenue leads into a store 
room where the matches are placed as 
soon as manufactured. 


In the rear, and adjoining these two 
rooms, is the main 
floor 
where the 
machinery is located. 
This consists of 
a circular saw, two splitters for a small 
sized match and another splitter of dif­ 
ferent construction for cutting out a 
larger match, a burring machine and a 
large sized spoke-shave. 
The latter 
may not be exactly a machine but it 
has a very important duty to do in the 
^manufacture of matches. 
In fact no 
'^nactufe hat yet been invented to per­ 
form, the work that it does.

dipping" and packing room where the 
secret of this 
company's 
method of 
making the matches is kept 
It con­ 
sists of mixing the dipping preparation 
by a new formula 
known only to the 
Parker Bros. 


T h e manufacture of the match, of 
which about five are used on an aver­ 
age for every cigarette that is smoked 
is gone through with in this way. 
First 
is the log which is of a soft 
wood, the 
best coming from Oregon. 
This iscut 
off in sections of the length of two 
matches, this piece is then placed and 
run through two burred rollers 
which 
makes the matches hold together in 
bunches. 
After passing through these 
rolls it is returned to the circular 
which makes another cut through the 
center of the block, producing two 
blocks of the thickness or length of one 
match with one end burred. The block 
then goes to the smoother or spoke- 
shave and one end is cut and gets a 
polish from cutting which can be got 
no 
other 
known way. 
From the 
smoother it then passes to the splitter. 
This machine has the motion of a sew­ 
ing machine only a knife is used where 
the needle is. 
When the splitting of 
the block is through with it is passed 
up into the drying room. 


When the blocks gets properly heated 
they are let down upon the lower floor 
into the dipping room, through a chute 
constructed lor the purpose. 
At the 
present time Chinamen are employed 
on this floor as no white man can be 
had who thoroughly understands this 
branch of the business. 
It is Mr. 
Schmidt's intention to get white labor 
educated to it and then employ them 
instead of Chinese labor. 
H e never 
has employed Chinamen in his life be­ 
fore a n d would not now if he'cQuld 
possibly help it. 


T h e blocks come down from the 
drying room in good condition but still 
not quite dry enough. 
A ' small 
fur­ 
nace is used upon which is a curved 
plate that the block will fit 
upon. 
When the block is almost to a burning 
heat it is taken by the operator and 
dipped into a sulphur bath, then placed 
in boxes to dry. 
When well dried the 
blocks are then taken by another oper­ 
ator and dipped into a solution which 
has been spoken of before as the secret 
of the Parker Bros. 


Another bath and the match receives 
a polish on the dipped end. Now 
comes a delicate 
operation. T h e 
blocks are taken by an expert and cut 
into sizes to be put up in papers. I n 
the large block there may be 50,000 
matches 
and the workman takes a 
knife and counting off ten matches 
cuts the block off at that point all the 
way across it. 
This 
seems 
simple 
enough but if the knife is not placed 
in A proper position at the time the 
cutting is made the bunch of matches 
is set on Are and consequently de­ 
stroyed. 
Here is where the great loss 
in the manufacture is generally made. 
Expert labor must be employed 
here 
or there never will be any profit in the 
business. 


T w o 
cutters 
will 
generally 
keep 
three packers busy to heep up with 
them. 
T h e matches are packed in 
ordinary brown papers ind.^fajped in 
trays. 
F r o m here t h e | %p? iejtdr tin 
boxes for shipment. 


This factory can and does make and 
sell n.atches cheaper than any other 
factory in the United States. 
I t has 
orders now from 
Denver a n d Salt 
Lake, 
It is the intention of the com­ 
pany to put in machinery for the pur­ 
pose' of 
1 making parlor matches, a b o u \ 
the first of January next. 


One advantage this match has over 
any other made is that there is none 
of the 
match or phosphorous smell 
that is in all other 
makes. 
This 
smell is deodorized by t h e chemical 
mixture. 


T h e factory is so constructed 
that 
its capacity 
could be thribled in a,, 
week's time.

Travelers on the 
Oakland 
ferry 
boats are now compelled to await the 
arrival of the steamers in midstream 
after leaving the Oakland 
pier 
before 
they can assuage their thirst at the bar. 
This is the result of the 
establishment 
of the western boundary of the city, 
some three-quarters of a mile in the 
bay off Oakland pier.

A man with a ticket to Arkansas 
Oity, -Kan., and a cosmopolitan air 
alighted from the train from the east 
and after breakfast sauntered to the 
office of the tiokel seller and asked for 
a ticket to Oklahoma. In reply to the 
question what particular part of the 
land of the bandits and sandstorms he 
desired to visit, he replied that it made 
no particular difference to him and re­ 
marked to the ticket seller: 


" I am frem New York, seeking a di­ 
vorce, one of the while-you-watt-wid- 
without-pain kind, so yon will please 
ticket me to some quiet point where the 
divorce mill always grinds and never 
tires, and I will try to do the rest" 


The journeyings of divorce seekers to 
Oklahoma are simply astonishing. On 
the through, trains are to be found 
numerous passengers who are silent and 
indifferent to all local surroundings. 


A member of a legal firm, having one 
member in each of the three largest 
towns in the territory, informed the 
correspondent that his firm would at the 
present rate collect f26,000 this year 
from divorce clients alone. In Guthrie 
there is a large hotel which makes a 
specialty of this olass of patrons, and 
its guests are designated as the divorce 
colony. Special hotel rates are secured 
by the lawyers for their clients for the 
four weeks necessary to the quick and 
painless operation of divorce. Many Of 
these visitors are registered under as­ 
sumed names and are credited to almost 
any other oity than the one where they 
reside. 


The romances resulting from a four 
weeks' sojourn in this colony are almost 
as varied as they are numerous. One of 
the most exciting shooting incidents in 
Oklahoma City in recent months was 
between a Buffalo sporting man and the 
lawyer who had just assisted his wife to 
procure a divorce. While attending some 
of the early spring races the man from 
Buffalo learned that his wife was visit­ 
ing Oklahoma City. Thinking that it 
was about time she retained home, he 
suddenly landed in that wild and woolly 
town. He quickly leiwued that not only 
had his wife secured an absolute divorce 
from him, but, further, that she and the 
lawyer were to be married on the fol­ 
lowing day. The Buff alo man went gun­ 
ning and is now in the hospital, where 
he Is rapidly recovering from a danger­ 
ous bullet wound, while the newly mar­ 
ried couple are hovering about the Gold­ 
en Gate. 


The law under which the territorial 
courts are organised is both peculiar and 
practical 
The probate judge issues all 
licenses to marry and also superintends 
the divorce mill, signing all decrees of 
divorce. In some counties, notably at 
the territorial capital, the probate judge 
purchases his marriage license blanks by 
the hundred and his blank divorces by 
the thousand. This particular judge has 
several times made the mistake when 
applied to for a marriage permit of ask­ 
ing the applicant whether he had yet 
consulted a lawyer as to the speoiflo 
grounds on which he made his applica­ 
tion.—New York Sun.

Her 
cabins art. airy, commodious and pleas­ 
ant, finished in oak and with great taste. 
Her captain'8 room is a model of beauty 
and convenience. 
Mr. Minott superin­ 
tended her construction personally, and 
he is also a most excellent master build­ 
er, having built about 30 vessels. There

Extraordinary Effect of Parental Influence 
In a Bog Family. 


John Ctesar Cicero Gustavus Darling, 
the noted Sullivan county hunter, is 
dead. For "nearly a century he had lived 
in his mountain home at Sand Pond, 
where the telling of his quaint yarns 
and the presence of his dwarfed form 
and long, flowing beard, reaching near­ 
ly to his feet, made him famous. Scarred 
and disfigured by his encounters with 
animals and crushed by a bear until 
nearly dead, he still lived, like most of 
Sullivan county's hardy woodsmen, to 
a ripe old age. It was not the many deer 
and bear whioh he killed that gave tho 
old man his celebrity, but his propen­ 
sity for story telling. One of his best 
yarns was told a short time before his 
death.
